The fire was discovered at 1:90 yesterday 
afternoon in the main tower of the build- 
ing. and the firemen quickly responded. 


The experienced eye of Chief Murphy, in 
command of the World's fair fire depart- 
ment, failed to suspect any risk to his men 
when he ordered them to go up to the 
tower below the blaze. But he Rent nearly 
all them to a death, the horror and agony 
of which no human tongue or pen can de- 
scribe. 


Without* thought of the fate which 
was soon to overt^ake them, the thirty odd 
men outside the tower H'cre at work on the 
east and south sides. All this time the 
flames were buniioi; through the larger 
section of the tower beneath them. The 
first intimation of danger came to the 
victims when smoke appeared underthem. 


In a few seconds the imprisoned ones felt 
the scorching fire coming, and with one 
impulse of self preservation the 
men 
moved quickly to where the ropes were 
attached at the northwest corner. 
The 
man nearest the rope grasped it and de- 
#icended, but for only a few feet. The rope 
was burned itt two, and with feet down- 
ward tho first victim shot through the air 
to the main I'oof. He turned partly over 
before he strucICi and bounded up before 
lying as if dead. 


A gre^it cry of anguish and fear came up 
from thousands on the ground and at 
other points where tbe iirst of those awful 
IcapH and falls could be seen. Strong men 
wept and became hyoteiical. Some cried 
aloud for God to save the poor souls penned 
between liâmes. They got on their knees 
and prayed to God that all might not per- 
ish. Woman could be seen everywhere 
fainting and wringing their hands, bury- 
ing or turning away their faces and crying 
hyHtericaliy at the sickening scene. An 
intramural train, facing tbe flery specta- 
cle, had to be stopped because some of the 
women on board fainted and became hys- 
terical. 


One by one they dropped from the 
tower, some clin^tug to burning rope as 
far as it atforded them any hold and then 
shogtiug through a solid sheet of llame to 
the roof. The sight was too much for even 
the military men and the old firemen on 
the ground to bear without a shudder and 
a turning away of faces. Human forms 
Uaping through fiâmes a hundred feet or 
more down, down to sure death, presented 
sight the stoniest |ieart could not wit- 
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ism, notably th« rescue of Captain Fitz- 
gerald, thtt assistant fire chie^ who died 
soou after. Qapf^iu Kennedy and two of 
his mfn climbed a ladder tjirough a wall 
of fiytme to save him from cremation,while

"If the money power shall attempt to 
sustain its usurpation by the 'strong hand* 
we will meet that Issue when it is forced 
upon us, for it is better infinitely that 
blood should flow to the horses' bridles 
rather than our national liberties be de- 
stroyed. 


"If it is true that the United States is 
nnable to carry out its governmental pol- 
icy without the dictation or conuent of 
foreign powers; If we are a province of Eu- 
ropean monarchies, then we need another 
revolution, another appeal to arms. 
If 
war is forced upon us we will send to Hal- 
ifax a far greater army of British Tories' 
according to our population than our fore- 
fathers sent there after the revolutionary 
war. 


"The war has begun. It is the same war 
which must always be waged against op- 
pression and tyranny to preserve the lib- 
erties of men." 


The debate was lengthy, and the pre- 
vailing sentiment was evidently with the 
governor.

The other day be suddonl}' called in 
the Court Marshal, Count Pucklcr, and 
fetartled this dignitary with the 
matioii: 
'^Count, I want you to ac- 
company mo to the lower regions." 
The Count was somewhat taken aback, 
thinking that His Majesty wished him 
to go to a place where fans and ther- 
mometers arc in great demand.

Emperor, however, set him at case, 
explaining that he had decided to make 
a tour of inspection through the royal

court marshal, and next in rank comes 
a kitchen superintendent. 
This func- 
tionary attends to the purchasing and 
ordering of all materials needed, and 
kitchens.

Brillat-Savarin truthfully said 
that 
"cooks maybe taught, but roasters 
must be born,"* 


Next in importance comes the entree 
cooks, upon whom it devolves to pre- 
pare minor dishes, soups, vegetables 
ând salads. 
The third division com- 
prises the makers of sauces, or, as they 
are styled, "sauciers." It is the duty of 
these gentlemen to prepare the iish, 
the entrees, and to make all impossi- 
ble sauces, as the case requires. Avery 
important man is the chief confec- 
tioner with his assistants. 
On these 
dignitaries rest the task not only of 
]n'eparing all the fancy pastry, but 
also the putting it into 
attractive 
shapes. 
preserves, fancy jellies 


conceivable shape, holding from hall 
a pint to ten gallons. Each kettle hag 
a separate number corresponding to 
the number attached to the shelf. 


The ranges are built along the side 
wall, and are all heated by hard coal.

balls were cooked with such military 
precision 
and 
siicjulence. 
He in- 
Bi^ectod th« several comi^licated s2>its 
for turning the rqasts. 
Ho peered 
into the turbid depths of the pot 
where merrily bubbled the fiij^pant 
bean. 
Tlie Emperor also saw the 
workings of the dishwashing apparatus 
and many other things too numerous 
to mention. 
Eveiything was faultless, 
and the chief chef has wild dreams of 
being riiwarded with the knighthood 


the Limburger or the grand clam 
chowder cross.

The jars full of peanuts and vege- 
table oils are ranged against a back- 
ground of animal skins. 
Two huge 
elephant tusks meeting tip to tip form 
an arch over the entrance. 
Around 
these the flag is draped. 
At the first 
glance one would take it for th(3^mer- 
ican standard. 
The State was founded 
and colonized by an American society 
and the flag was made similar to that 
of the United States except that one 
large white star shows ou the field of 
blue. 


The Liberia exhibit is sure to attract 
lots of attention. 
The public likes to 
shiver at the sight of snake skins, tiger 
robes and tufted javelins. 
Further- 


shown in miniature. 
The walls are of 
plaited reed, much like those in the 
Javanese Building over on the plais- 
ance, while the roof is heavily thatched 
with big gummy leaves. 
In front of 
the cabin is the stool on which one of 
of the old Grebo kings used to sit 
while giving some weighty decision. 
It looks like the thing on which a man 
rests his foot while having his shoes 
shined and stands up only six inches 
from the ground. 


Wood fiber and tne strong wiry 
grasses are used in a hundred ingenious 
ways. 
They are woven into jackets, 
hats, 
hammocks and baskets. 
The 
native gourds have been hollowed out 
into water bottles and powder horns, 
all carved witli fanciful designs. 


In addition to the spears, swords 
and knives of the wild tribes, Liberia 
makes a creditable display of the civ- 
ilized products. 
Bags full of coffee are 
stacked half way to the ceiling, and be- 
hind them are three barrels of palm 
oil. 
India rubber is shown iU its 
crude state just as it comes from the 
tree. 
Liberia has newspapers, postage 
stamps and coins. 
These and some 
photographs are shown in a case by 
themselves. 
In the corners and tied 
around the poles are bunches of rice. 
Mats, cloths and chairs of modern 
manufacture are mixed in with the 
stone idols and slave whips. 
Perhaps 
the most striking contrast is between 
a model of the old dug-out canoe and 
a model of new Liberian gunboats. In 
the development of the west coast 
these two are onlv fifty years apart. 


Mr. Fred. B. King, of Clay Ashland, 
Liberia, is in charge of the exhibit. 
He is one of the commissioners and. 
will remain throughout the Exposition. 
Henry W. Grimes, Attorney-General 
of the Eepublic, a tall colored man of 
clerical address, is in Chicago.

more, the African State holds a posi- 
tion of advantage at the extreme north- 
east #f the Agricultural Building, so 
that the cx-pwds passing over the bridge 
from the palaeeof Mechanical arts and 
floating into the first entrance run into 
the exhibit and are caught for at least 
ft few minutes. 


About the first thing that one would 
notice is a stuffed hippopotamus, one 
guarding one corner of the section.

It has a President 
and Cabinet, but in the outer provinces 
the chiefs are still wearing war-bonnets 
made of tiger skins and shells.

of these articles of head-gear are shown. 


TJiere are daggers with all sort« of

band saw and possibly a rip saw, a 
brace and a full set of bits, a one-inch 
and a two-inch auger, one smoothing 
plane, one jack plane, a jointer plane» 
a pood steel square, a drawing knife 
and a clavv- hammer. 
There should be 
a work bench and a substantial iron 
vise. 
"With these any farmer can wwe 
the cost every year.—American Agri- 
culturist, 


WHRAT FOR YOUNQ CHICKENS. 


It is surprising that so much soft 
feed is given to young chickens, and 
that, too, by those M-ho ought to know 
better. 
Whole wheat will be readily 
eaten by chicks old, and before that 
time the grains pounded or cracked are 
better than anything else. 
Bec^iuse 
the chicks are little it does not follow 
that their digestion is weak. 
The first 
twenty-four hours they live ou the re- 
mains of the yolk of egg, which is ex- 
tremely hard to digest. 
Unless their 
naturally strong digestion has some- 
thing to work on, the chick soon be- 
comes sickly, '*crop bound,"»and dies. 
Wheat is at all times the best feed for 
making hens lay. 
In spring if fed to 
young chickens the hens will thrive so 
on their wheat that they will often 
begin egg production before the chicks 
are old enough to caro for themselves, 
—Boston Cultivator. 


Rt'STY PLOV/3. 


To remove rust from plows: 
Pur- 
chase small quantity of sulphxiric acid, 
which may be had from any drug store 
for a smnllsTim. 
Pour five ounces into 
•a pint of water, slowly and carefully 
so as not to coma in contact with the 
hands or clothing, as it will eat^ into 
the flesh worse than fire. Ai-)ply this 
to the plow or any other iron or steel 
implement with a paint brush. 
As 
soon as one application of tht5 acid is 
dry api^ly another; usually three or 
four coats will be enough, 
Then wash 
off with clear water. 


If any spots remain paint them over 
again and rub with brick dust. 
After 
the iron work is cleaned paint it over 
with a little coal oil or linseed oil; 
this will keep it free from rust. 
Bet 
the implement in a dry placc and ou a 
woocteu floor. 
All implements when 
kept free from rust and bright will 
scour readily in the soil, will do better 
work, and' with little extra force. 
A 
badly ritsted j j I o w is very worrying to 
work with both to the team and plow- 
man. 
The plow cannot be made to 
clean, causing frequent stoppages, and 
the furrow cannot be turned completely 
over, making very poor work.—Cana- 
dian Agriculturist. 


BRINGING UP A COTVr AS HB SHOULB GO. 


If 3'ou have ever seen a little colt 
running 
after his 
mother in the 
meadows, you know how very funny 
he looks. 
He has long legs that seem 
very crooked and uncertain, for they 
point in all four directions at once. He 
has no mane to speak of, and only a 
stubby little tail* 
His coat is very 
rough, for he hafj ne\'er been rubbed 
down with a brush, and though you 
might look at him a great many times, 
you would never believe that he could 
grow into such a big, strong, hand- 
some horse as his owner tells you that 
ho will become some day. 


The most important day in a colt's 
life is when he first leorns to carry a 
a burden upon his back. 
A small lajj 
robe is strapped upon him, and he is 
then let lootte to tear up and down the 
fields and shake it off if he can. Then, 
a double blanket is strap^jed across 
him like a saddle, and after a while he 
can bear the weight of the saddle it- 
self, and then^ the weight of a boy. 
Shoeing him is very troublesome, for 
he often refuses to walk after it, and 
will roll around on his back holding 
his feet up in the air in the most piti- 
ful way, as if he did not know what to 
do with his new shoes. 
Teaching him 
to "back*' is accomplished by hitching 
a team to the -back . of the wagon to 
which Mr. Colt is harnessed. 
At the 
word '*back," some one starts \i]} the 
team from behind and Mr, Colt is 
"backed" until he learns the use of 
the word. 
His training is not very 
pleasant for him. But if he is a bright, 
intelligent horse, he will learn all 
there is to learn within a year after he 
has got his growth or by the t^me he is 
three years old. 
He will then be very 
frisky and inclined to be scared at 
trifies. 
But if he is shown just what 
they are, he usually cluinges his mind 
and behaves in a sensible way- 
Train- 
ing a colt as easier than training any 
other anijnaJ, because the horse is nat- 
urally the most intelligent of all dumb 
animals,—Nev/ York Ledger, 


TEACHING A YOUNG OAIiF TO DRINK.

FARlii AND GARDEN NOTES. 


Cabbage plants for late jjlauting 
may be started in the open air. 


Prices for thoroughbred stock have 
evidently fallen off several points. 


Feed work horses oats, bran, bay 
and other foraje and not so much 
corn. 


The harder and barer the surface 
around a bearing plum tree the better 
it is, as the tree needs but little culti- 
vation. 


Wherever the stock does not hold 
; the cion firmly the place should be 
• wrapped with cord covered with graft- 
ing wax. 


Sprouts which start to grow on the 
stock below the graft should be always 
pinched off and be kept in check. 
If 
this is not done it saps the vitality of 
the growing fjrafts. 


Western fruit growers are irrigating 
their orchards with the aid of the 
water-wheel. 
It is expected that fruit 
growing on the dry lands along the 
rivers will be revolutionized by the 
use of the water-Avheel. 


A proper selection of food, prepared 
in a proper manner, has much to do 
with keeping fowls in the jjink of con-

Some people like to help chickens 
out of the shell when they hatch with 
diiliculty. 
It is not safe to do much in 
this direction, break thé shell enough 
for the chick to get his head out Avhere 
ho can breathe, and leave the rest to 
nature. 


For the planter who looks after hit 
trees and cultivates thern carefully a 
jimall tree will bear just as early and 
l^rove as valuable as the largest. 
But 
if the trees are to be iManted in sod- 
land, without cultivation or attention^ 
big tree» will stand the best chance of 
l i v i n g .

There are some farm hands ^vho, ap- 
parentl}' possessing les^s sense than the 
animals themselves, try to Accomplish 
by brut 3 force what a little persuasion 
would do far more oflTectively. 
I have 
seen this more clearly exemplified in 
teaching a calf to drink than in any- 
thing else. The mehod of a hired man 
I have in mind was to seize the animal 
in both his arms, straddle his body, 
holding the head of the creature be- 
tween his legs as if it were in a vise, 
and with two fingers thrust as fax 
down the calf*s throat as he possibly 
could get them, and the forefinger and 
thumb pushed up its nostrils to their 
full length, endeavor, by all the brute 
strength that he possessed, to force 
the animal's head into the milk pail, 
until the perspiration was pourinp 
down his bronzed cheeks, and in this 
way try to compel the croature to 
drink. 
Naturally, any animal Avould 
resent such treatment. ^ The calf will 
not be coerced into doing anything 
against its will. 
It often occurred to 
me that if the i>erson adopting such a 
method would pause a little in his 
work, and think how lie v/ould like to 
see a mother using her infant child in 
like manner; that is, if it refused to 
drink out of nature's usual course, and 
she were to use all the animal force at 
her command to make it drink, he 
would be more gentle in his efforts. 


A plan which I have successfully 
used, and seen others \ise with the 
same effect, was to get astride the 
animal, exercise a little per^iuasion to 
bring the calf to the milk bucket, 
then, taking hold of its head gently, 
place two fingers in its mouth, turning 
them slightly upwards, and leaving an 
open space between them. 
If the calí 
will not bend its head, draw the pail 
towards the calf, let it taste the milk, 
and it will commence sucking. 
Now 
gradtially remove the fingers, and the ! 
young animal will continue drinking I 
for a moment, until it suddenly re- 
members that it ought to have some- 
thing in its mouth besides the milk, 
and will follow your hand until those 
ifuprovised substitutes are again se- 
cured. 
Bv and bv it v/ill get accus- 
tomed to sip without any extra help, 
and the M'ork is satisfactorily accom 
plished. 
I have had a young calf 
drink alone the first time I tried it, by 
adopting the above method; and, to 
show how the animal nature will be- 
come inured to anything, after the 
calf had commenced to help himself, 
no sooner did he see me come into the 
barn where he was, than he at once 
placed himself in position between my 
legs and sipped his 
daily rations. 
Sometimes this was not 
agreeable, 
when he would give me a slight midge 
with his head, indicating that he was 
not getting his food 
fast enough. 
Speaking of this reminder in the shape 
of a gentle butt with his head, it seems 
to me as though thp mother cow often 
times rebuked the little one for this 
conduct. 
I have heard her give a 
¡peculiar cry when this was being con- 
tinued too strongly, as if to say "be- 
have yourself," when it immediately 
ceased. 


As to the milk to be given to a suck 
ingcalf: For about a week after» the 
animal had 
been 
taken from 
its 
mother, I gave it new milk ; after that 
I mixed a little of this milk -with about 
two quarts of skimmed milk, which we 
brought back from the creamery, and 
on this mixture had np difiictxlty in 
raising the young slock up to the time 
when no milk was necessary and grain 
food was given—American Agricul- 
turist.

America has always been liberal in 
her educational expenditures.

Harris, of the Bureau of Education, 
estimates that 
"on an average the

years," and he says that in the nine- 
teen years prior to 1889 the value of 
property owned by public schools in- 
creased fron^lSO, 000,000 to $323,000,. 
000, and whereas in 1870 the amount 
expended on education was $1.64: per 
capita for the whole population, tho 
expenditure in J889 was $2.16 per 
capita. 
Here, however, it would be 
well for the optimist to stop figuring. 
In 1870 the total of $63,000,000 was 
gpent for the education of 11,000,000 
of children between the ages of six 
and twenty, an average of $5,75 for 
each» child, while in 1889 there were 
^133,000,000 expended for 20,000,000 
of children—an average of $6,60 for 
each child. 
Thus, while it souôds 
well to eay that the annual expendi- 
ture more than doubled in the lengtn 
uf time under consideration^ the real 
increase per child was smaU 
and 
hardly kept pace with the demunda of 
educaiioual progrès».

spent a'day in a villafre of 
the Amana Socioty, in Iowa 
County, la., which is eaid'to be tho 
lar^reRt of its kind in the world. 
Here 
are 2500 people living? together in har- 
mony, as one great family. 
Tho so- 
ciety 
is a 
religious 
organization. 
' founded ou the 44th and 46th verses 
of the Book of Acts, which read as fol- 
Irwa: ''And all that believed wero to- 
gether, and had all things common; 
nnd sold Ibeir possessions and goods, 
and parted them to all men as eVery 
man had need.*' 


The society was originally founded 
about one hundred years ago in one of 
the soirtherw counties of Germany, 
where it existed for fifty years. 
Then 
the-entire sect,, if it may be HO called, 
came to this country and settled near 
Buffalo, N. Y. 
Thence they moved to 
Iowa in 1S54, and acquired lands in 
the northern part of Iowa County, on 
each side of the loWa^ River. 
There 
they have lived ever^since. 
At tho 
present time they control 28,000 acres 
of land. 


Tho people hold everything in com- 
mon. 
No man individually owns any- 
thing. 
Every man, woman and thijd 
is well clothed and well fed. 
afK 
tho surplus money goes into the treas,-. 
ury of the socioty. 
The people dO not I 
live on farms, but in villages, which ' 
are 
seven 
in 
number—Homestead, 
East Amana, 
South 
Amana, 
West 
Amana, North Amann, High Amana 
and Amana. 
These villages are situ- 
ated from two i.o five miles apart, and 
are connected by telephone. 
Tho vil- 
lages are about equal in size, and are 
built without any jjlan or regularity. 
Their streets are as crooked as so 
many cow paths, and vary in width;"-" 
Each town is a typical Dutch village. 
The houses are huge structures after 
the same pattern, and nearly all are 
built of bricks made at the villages. 
Some of the houses are made of wood, 
but have never been painted. 
This is 
for two reasons—because it is cheap«r 
and because painted buildings would 
savor too much of style and worldli- 
ness. 
The houses are about forty by 
Hixty feet 'and two or ^hreo stories 
high. 
'Between the& is a space of 
from two to six rods of ground. 
This 
space is planted to vineyards. 
The 
people all live in the villages and go 
to their work in the fields. All of the 
cattle and live stock are kept in huge 
barns on the outer limits. 
The fields 
are very large, some containing 5000 
to 8000 acres. The people eat at public 
houses or kitchens, having five meals 
a day, as they do in Germany, the men 
i eating separately from the women and 
children. 
They sleep in these large 
dwellings, 
which 
are 
divided 
into 
dormitories. 
Each person has a room 
and the families have rooms according 
to the number of their children. 
The young women learn housework 


and also servo several years as assistants 
and cooks in the kitchens. 
The men 
do the work they prefer and are ])eht 
adapted for. 
The educated keep tho 
stores or act as overseers of the work- 
men in the factories. 
Each town has 


reads tho Scriptures and comments on 
tho passages. 
There aro no organs or 
pianos or instruments of any kipd in 
the village» as they will not 'be toler- 
ated. 
Vocal UDisic, however, is cul- 
tivated to a high degree of perfection. 


In their morality these people aro 
very rigid. 
The yoath aro allowed 
few privilegcs^no 
cnrd-playing, no 
dances, no tJieatres, and, in Vact, no 
social gatherings of any kind. 
Young 
women and men are not allowed to 
walk on the street together or to keep 
company. 
But in case a couple are so 
unfortunate as to fall in 
love, they 
must make it known to the elder of 
tho village, who at once sends them to 
different villages, where they are not 
allowed to correspond with or see each 
other for two years. 
At the end ol 
that time, if they are of tho same mind, 
they are married. 
But in case the 
couple wish to 
marry 
immediately, 
they are privileged to leave tho society 
and remain out two year^, -svhen they 
cau return again. 


The people dress as the Americans 
do, but without ornaments. They speak 
the German language, but nearly all 
Van talk English with equal fflcility. 
Every villiage in tho colony has its 
school, taught by one of its members. 
In summer the teacher and pupils go 
to school at six o'clock in tho morning 
and study one hour. 
Then they have 
breakfast. After breakfast teacher and 
pupils work an hour in the 
garden 
pulling weeds; then comes lunch, when 
they have school an hour again, fol- 
lowed by dinner. 


The inhnbitunts of one village knoi^ 
very little of tho work or people of 
another. 
The members of the society 
cannot pass from one village 
to an- 
other without a passport from the 
elder of their own village. 
The com- 
mon people know very littlo and care 
less about the progress of the outside 
world.
